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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: In Claim 1 at five 
lines from the end of the claim, a comma between "cadmium" and "zinc" is 
missing. 

2. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

4. The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

6. Regarding Claim 1 , it is unclear what is meant by the phrase "a solid t-butyl 
peroxymaleic acid." Is there more than one such compound? It is unclear 
whether the language "selected from" that is utilized throughout Claim 1 is 
shorthand for proper Markush language, "selected from the group consisting of." 
In both instances, the formulae for the solid diluent are indefinite because the 
formulae indicate a positive overall charge for the diluent, whereas the diluents 
would be expected to be of neutral charge. In the last line, it is unclear whether 
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the claimed percentage basis is "by weight," as with the other constituents, or 
some other basis. 

7. Regarding Claim 7, it is unclear whether the preamble refers to a "method of use" 
claim or to an "intended use" claim or to some other type of claim. It is unclear 
what is meant by the ending conjunction "and" in the penultimate line. It is 
unclear whether the listed uses are to be considered alternative or conjunctive. 



8. Claims 2-7 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of 
the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

10. None of the reviewed prior art and none of the prior art of record teaches or 
suggests the claimed subject matter of Claims 1-7. Particularly, compositions of 
the claimed weight percentage of solid t-butyl peroxymaleic acid and solid 
diluent, as claimed, in combination with the other claimed limitations are not 
taught or suggested.
